"The total taxes for Northern States Power Company in 
1958 amounted to $2.71 per share of common stock, or 
more than twice our actual earnings of $1.30 per share. 
Compared with the declared dividends of $1.00 per share of 
common stock, our tax bill was 2.71 times as large. Thus 
government without any investment gets more than twice 
as much out of our business as the common shareholders/* 
As long as government is necessary, taxes will be neces­ 
sary. And as long' as government continues to expand, taxes 
must expand also. Considering the price, doesn't it seem 
probable that we are already paying for more government 
than we actuallv need?

In all of the sound and fury that has been generated over 
whether or not subscription television is going to be broad­ 
cast over the air, one significant point often has been pretty 
well obscured. 
Most new products are given a public* test in one way or 
the other to determine whether there is a market for them 
Pay TV has been barred from such a test. 
The ppponents of pay TV have tried to cloud the issue and 
create the impression that overnight the public would have 
to pay for all television programs. 
This is not the case at all. 
What the various proponents of pay TV want is only the 
right to try out their product in a few* selected markets for 
a few hours a day and under careful government super­ 
vision to learn whether or not the public will buy what they 
have to offer. 
lf the test is a success (and it will take at least three 
years to determine this) then subscription programs will 
be telecast nationally for those who want them. Those who 
don’t can tune in to the same old movies, westerns and quiz 
shows as usual. For all intents and purposes pay TV would 
add another network. 
Thus, the television set owner would have three spon­ 
sored networks and one subscription network from which 
to choose programs. 
It seems obvious to us that the networks could use some 
competition in their programming. The public has been de­ 
c o ing the low’ depths of television programs. The New 
York Times recently stated editorially that “Few thoughtful 
persons can deny that television has sunk into a maladorous 
quagmire . . , good programs that have intellectual appeal 
are being swamped by commercials that are often metetri- 
rious and sometimes in atrocious taste. Any program, no 
matter how* valuable, can be interrupted without warning 
for advertisements that most self-respecting publications 
would reject out-of-hand.”
